DO ABOUT IT I 



The City Council will nieoL this oven- 
ingfov the, traiXHaclion ol business of 
more than .ordinary imi)ortatico; for it 
is said that a Bylaw will be introduced 
to confer upon luauufacturc-r.s ci'rtaiu 
privileges. Bonuses, it is rfporled, will 
be proposed for tlio o.stabli.slinieut of 
industries not now roprosonted here, 
and franchises -will bo added . which, it 
is hoped, 'wiir^pir6v6 sufficiently tempt- 
ing to induce the holders of capital to 
embark in souio of the many enter- 
prises that may he profitably intro- 
duced. A nobler ohjr ct could not oc- 
cupy the attention of ihe Council than 
this! Al^who Ua.ve witnessed the steady 
drain 0? gold for many yoai.s past to 
pay for goods which ;;!iould liave been 
made in the province, muit cordially 
sympathize witli a n'.ovfment which 
seeks to produce n'sult-i that i-aunot 
fail lo prove boiioti.-iid to the country 
at larxe. Tiieroaj'e streets sullioiont to 
meet the reqaireuii^iits of :i i:jucu larger 
population tlian utiis. 'i'lii- roniiliuui^dit 
of former Counciia i>roriiii'J. Owiw. The 
sidewalks could not be m u' t icr con- 
dition, a«d the water :jL!|'[/!y, although 
not yot perfect, is gradually getting 
better. Now, if no new street. s are re- 
quired, and if some councillor posses.s- 
ing pluck and wisdotu and sufficiently 
indifferent to thfe- clamors of consum 
er.s, would introduce a schetuo for mak- 
ing; the waters works self sustaining,-- . 
that is, if the consumers o£..wnter were 
made to pay an equitable rate in ac- 
cordane)9j with the quantity they use; 
and if vinoccu])ied lots wer ; placed on 
the same footing as lots that are cover- 
ed by houses, a very large proportion 
of this year's revenue — perhaps 815,- 
000 — would lif «et loose immediately 
for the eucourayHineiu of manufaccur 
ing pursuits. With a near market, 
cheap fuel, plenty of water, a free gift 
of land, freedom from taxation, a 
money sub.-,idy and oiijer HiU-init'igHs 
which in their vMsilom the Council 
might suggest, there would bo no lack 
of enterpriaing men with capital to em- 
bark in raanufacturea of every descrip- 
tion. It is now or never with Victoria. 
By a reformation in her steamboat ar- 
rangements she will maintain her com- 
mercial supremacy; and by an exhibi- 
tion of liberality and public spirit on 
the part of hei' city councillors she will 
continue, 'fis' she has begun, the manu- 
facturing centre of the province. It 
only needs encouragement, when half-a- 
dozen enterprises of a beneficial char- 
acter will spring almost at once into 
life, t'iving emplcyment to idle capital 
and idle hands, and retaining within 
the limits of the province the many 
thousands of dollars which are now an- 
nually sent abroad to buy manufactur- 
ed articles, the raw material for wliioli 
is grown here and is either sutTer- 
ed to go to waste or is sold at a ruinous 
rate to speculators and- exporters. Let 
the councillors-Striks and strike boldly. 
They will be auafaincJ by their fellow- 
citizens.- ■ ■ ^ 

A DAILY MAIL. 

All through the ln,te seasioa of the 
Ottawa House wo vainly scanned 
the reports of the proceedings for proof 
that the wants of British Columbia in 
the matter of more frtiquent mail com- 
munication were b^ing attended to. 
That important matter avouUI seem to 
have dropped entirely from tho minds 
of our representatives; for, so fur as 
can bo learned, not a word was uttered 
on the subject. A perfectly feasible 
plan, allovyed to fail for need of push- 
ing. A.\yant }o|ig kpep^y felt, suffered 
to pass linexpUiiued' fo a friendly min- 
istry. Few people, perhaj)s, aro aware 
that a mail i;or British Columbia is 
brought every day to Port Townsend, 
distant only 45 miles from this port, 
and that they are there stored until 
the steam'sr aiTives from_ Victoi-ia 
twice in oacli" week to l)ring thetii across 
the narrow etrotch of water called the 
Straits. ' A- very Rmall addition to tho 
subsidy now paid for a aervii^o by way 
of tho ocean v.ouiJ s.'.;nr.' n daily mail 
carriage to and I'nmi N'ietoria by way 
of Paget Sound. Tiii! Don»inion gov- 
ernment save in the diflcreuee between 
the present arid the former ocaxvc mail 
contract abouf pV "nhnuin.' 

Why should thoy not ^-iprTr.i'.i-nto a

irrom the .New York Wo.-Id.] 

The death of ]\1. Drouvn de Lliuys, 
reported by cable a few days ago, recallii 
an incident in the career of that st.ite.s, 
man, who, though ho was so iinpre.s.se(l 
with the justice of the Monroe doctrine 
as expounded by Mr7 SeWafd "that he 
counseled tho witiidraw'al of tlie French 
army from tho support of Maximilian 
in ^Ie.\ico, was astute enough to see 
Iiow- Bisrnarck'.s design.s to form the 
German empire could have been frus- 
trated. Every ono knpws,ho;«y, in 18G5 
Louis Napoleon, out of sentiment or 
.some other motive inexplicable to his 
ministers, appeared to think more of 
tho enfranchisement of \'enico than ho 
did of .tho importance of Franco in 
European affairs. Bismarck, after those 
famous interviews at Biarritz, in Octo- 
ber, ISGf), when Napoleon would pincli 
ilerinico'a arm and whisper, "Me is 
crazy," clearly saw what w-as in Najio- 
loon'.s mind na to Italy. Bismarck at 
onco set himself to pick a fiunrrcl w-ith 
Austria and beat her before the French 
wero awake to the situation, knowing 
full well that the French thought tiiat 
the Austrian veterans would easily de- 
feat the untried troops of Pru.S5iia. Na- 
poleon uncon.sciously rendered him 
eminent servicefl during the pre- 
liminary period when ho had .so 
much to do to force Austria 
into tho war (ind to make King 
William and the people take kindly to 
tho idea of fighting. In Lis speech at 
Auxerre, May G, 18GG, tho oni])eror 
declared hi.s detestation of the treaties 
of 1815, and though he proposed a con- 
gress a few days later, Gortschakoff 
"rescued Prussia from tho congrp.ss" (to 
use hi. d'U.sedoin'.s happy phrase) by 
tho discovery that .such a congress 
could lead to nothing practical with the 
reservation!. Austria wished, to bring to 
it. On the 11th of June Napoleon 
wrote M. Drouyn de Lhuys that singu- 
lar letter in which Drouyn de Lhuys 
said that Vtho geographical position of 
Prussia is btidly defined," and suggest- 
ed a stronger and more lioriiogoneoua 
Prussia in tho north to l)alance Russia, 
a catliolic Austria maintaining its 
great position in Germtiriy and obtain- 
ing Silesia in exchange for Venetia, 
givon to Italy— ^in fact, in which bo 
proposed to please everybody and 
establish the ascendency of France by 
moral force only and without demand- 
ing any material advantages. 

Everyone knows how Bismarck went 
into the war trusting to "tho capric- 
iousnossof the all powerful God," fac 
ing the continigoncy thatho might meet 
a second Oinnitz and "resolved to re- 
turn to Berlin via Vienna or jMunicli, 
or else to charge w-ith the last squad- 
ron which will never return nt all." He 
had his grounds for apprehens'ion for 
tho war was not pop^ular with the pub- 
lic or the army, but four days later 
Sadowa had been w-on, and Napoleon 
was sadly aroused from his long iiuui- 
anitarian dream. Even in this crisis, 
however, Mr, Dfouyn dej,J.huys say 
clearly what could bo done. On tho 
morning of the 4th of July ho warn- 
ed tho emperor that the consequences 
might be fatal to Franco, and that tho 
Corps Legislatif should at once bo sum- 
moned, an army of observation of 80,000 
men (which Marshal Randon w.as ready 
to hurry forward) be collected on tho 
Rhine and M. Benedetti bo advised that 
Franco must cross it if Prussia's terms 
wero such as to threaten tho equilibrium 
of Europe. Tho onuferor fell in w-ith tho 
suggestion, and the forms of tho il/oiiitenr 
wore kept open all night awaiting the Im- 
perial note, but after M.Drouyn do Lhuys 
had li>ft Inm the einporor was visited by 
M. f'c la Valetto and ftL Roulinor, who 
inf?ucod him to change his mind and ro- 
fkso to enter upon any role except that of 
.t pacific mediator. iM. Roulinor's argu- 
ment, which proved effective, was that af- 
ter the collapso of the Mexican expedi- 
tion Franco could not depend upon her 
army, though the late Duke of Graniont then 
minister to Vienna wroto urgently, "Prus- 
sia is victorious, but exhausted. Between 
the Rhine and Berlin there aro not 16,000 
men. You can rule tho situation by a 
sinible military demonstration, and this 
in all security, for Prussia is incapable 
now of entering on a war with France. 
Do not offer her more than she a.sks." 
Four years later Bismarck a.iid; "In 18CC 
Napoloon had not the courage to take 
iihat -in his position he was entitled to 
take. Ho might have — at that time ho 
should have — laid hold of what was tho 
subject matter of tho Benedetti prop'jsal 
(Belgium) and held it provisionally as a 
guarantee for what might happen, Wo 
could not then have prevented liiui. But 
he was and is a Tiefenbacher. " And in 
his reichstag speech of 1874 Bismarck 
said that with a small body of troops on 
the Rhine France could have made Prus- 
sift abandon Austria and cover Berlin as 
a prime necessity. 

Jevrs at School. 

One-half of " t'h'e 100 boys picked 
from the Now York gramni;ir sciiools, 
to whom medals were given at the rais- 
ing of the obelisk, were of German 
extraction' and one-third were oC Jew- 
ish birth. One-third of tho prize- 
takers.in the New Ypfk normal school 
are also Jews, and i^et neither in the 
normal nor the grammar schools are 
the Jewish ohildrjn over one-fiftieth of 
tho whole! It :vould be interesting to 
know, howevci", be/ore basing too much 
on these facia, whether. Jewish families 
ol- 'training. ,,notuj.-p^tronizo. public 
schools more than'Hkis families/wliO are 
not Jews. In otlior words,j^.jiether the 
children from families with an. intellec- 
tual past, which in other cnse.s are sent 
to private schools, are not in the case 
of Jews sent to school at the public 
exponse. Jey^ish ^bpyi^^ Hud girls are 
scarcely as conimori' at' our colleges and 
preparatory achools as ono would ex- 
pect from tho well-to-do circumstances 
of Jewish families. In after life Jews 
certainly do not make tho headway 
here they do abroad. The Congress at 
Washington, for instance, is the only 
great national legislature which has in 
it no conspicuous-Jew. — iS'/))n?!g/?e/rf 
Republican. '■ "

Halifax, March 17. — ^The house of 
William Clevecy, at Faulkland Bridge, 
.A.iinapolis county, was burned to the 
ground with all its contents. His young- 
est child, an infant of eighteen months 
old, perished in the flames. Sir. 
Clevec}' and ' his wife had goc.e to a 
neighbour's for a short time, leaving 
their three children in tho house. When 
the parents returned thoy found the 
house in flames. The two eldest child- 
ren, one five and the other three, wero 
safe, but their grief and horror knew 
no bounds on finding that their baby, 
whom they htid left quietly sleeping in 
its cradle, was in tho burning building, 
and beyond hope of rescue. 

Halifax, March 17.-^In tho House 
of Assembly to day the Provincial Sec- 
retary introduced a Bill providing for 
nil annual grant of .$1,400 to each of 
tho dononiinational colleges throughout 
the Province and the abolition of the 
University of Halifax. When tho 
latter institution was founded fivo 
years ago by an Act of the Legislature 
it was provided that all grants should 
cease to denominational colleges at the 
end of five years, but the pressure from 
the denominational bodies now seems 
80 strong that tho government can't 
resist it. Tho question is likely to 
create much discussion in this province. 
Five or six educational institutions 
under the control of ndigious bodies, 
some of them apparently for no other 
])urpose than trnining ministers, re- 
ceiving grants from tho public treasury, 
is most distasteful to a largo section of 
the taxpayers. 

An efibrt will bo made in the local 
legislature also this session to give col- 
ored children in this city tho right to 
attend any public school. They have 
had schools of their own up to the pre- 
sent time. 

Tidings of Stanley. 

[riillade'.pli:a Vt&a.] 

Gaboon, Doc. 17. — Count de Braya, 
an Italian explorer, arrived hero yes- 
terday from the Congo River. He 
went up the Ogowe River as far as he 
could get in a canoe, thence overland, 
six days' journey, to the Congo, down 
tho Congo to the sea, and so liere 'ov 
steamer, thus making a complete cir- 
cuit. The point at which ho reached 
the Congo was five days' journey inland 
from Stanley Pool, Coining dow-p. the 
river ho mot Stanley and his party 
twi-nty-tive miles inland from a place 
called Ayedi. He staid with them one 
day. Stanley's party were in a moun- 
tainous country and obliced to travel 
overland, forthe river was full of rapids. 
Their ])rogrcss was slow. There were 
no provisions to bo had whero they 
wore. Tiie men were eating rice and 
the donkeyscorn and hay, all brought 
out from Eutope. He reports one of 
tlie missionares of the English Baptist 
Mission shot ii the groin by the natives. 
Tho Count goei up the Ogowe again to- 
morrow to coatinuo hi.s explorations. 
He represents the country far up the 
Ogowe to be a table-land 2,400 feet 
above the sea, comparatively free from 
fever, and supporting a largo and peace- 
ful population. Somewhere in this fine 
country ho has built a supply stntion, 
and has reserved one room in his 
iiouse for tho use c[ Rev. R.H. Nassau, 
M. D., of the 4.merican Mission, at 
presentr visiting in your city, who ho 
liopcs will take up his abode there and 
teach the people. Tho Count himself 
is looking rernarkally well, in spite of 
his five years of travel and expos- 
ure.

The Loss of tae " Rovonga." 

The last celebrated death-fight of the 
Revenge, cjrnmandec by Sir Richard 
Grenville, in the yeat 1591, when she 
held out for two diys and a night 
against the attacks of '53 Spanish men- 
of-war, formed the subject of a stirring 
ballad by the poet laireate two years 
ago. The same event is brought prom- 
inently again before tho public in a 
beautiful engraving, .published by the 
Art Union of Londoi, which is given 
to every subscriber tothe annual draw- 
ing of that society this year.

The Spanish admiral's barge ia leaving 
his flagship to take onboard tho doughty 
Britihli Lion, Sir Richard Grenville, 
who soon afterwards died of his wound.s 
Travellers to the West Indies pass very 
close to the Island of Flores, in the 
Azores, ofl" which the action was fought 
and the event is described in Silver's 
West Indies Pockel-Book.

OUna and Japan. ' 

I cannot say that I like China as 
■well as Japan. In spite of the marked 
superiority of the Chinese, in many re- 
spects, notably as traders and servants, 
their insufferably dirty cities, the 
wretchedness and degradation > of their 
lower classes, and the'moral rott'onncsa 
which apparently pervades all strata of 
their society, make them compare un- 
favorably as a peojile with tho rejuve- 
nated inhabitants of Dai Nippon. In 
China one finds himself in the presence 
of a civilization which was old when 
Greece and Rome wero born ; which 
has, with extraordinary vitality, some- 
how extended its existence into the 
nineteenth century, but which, rotten 
with the weight of 4,000 years, is ready 
to fall to pieces at the slightest shock. 

This sense of great age, of decadence 
run well nigh into putridity, is, at 
times, absolutely..^oppres3ivo. One is 
almost tempted, at such moments, to 
hopo for relief in some sudden interpo- 
.sition of Provideirco, like the deluge of 
old, by which this stupendous relic of 
the earliest ages, this accumulation of 
human vice and misery, this vast social 
and political structure, called tho Chi- 
nese Empire, could bo swept forever 
out of existence. China has lived too 
long. In Japan, on the other hand, a 
new civilization, modeled partly after 
that of the West, but still distinctively 
Japanese, has already arisen from the 
old, as the Latin nations of modern 
Europe out of aricierit Rome ; and one 
sees everywhere evidences of public 
spirit, enterprise and good government. 
I do not know whether this estimate of 
tho relative condition of tho two coun- 
tries to-day is that of all travellers or 
not, but it certainly is the verdict of 
inanv besides myself. — Shanghai CoT.

Tho Diiootdf.s in iiiakiiiL; their Aiiiuiul Report have to infortn tho Sabsorlbers 
iliat diirint; the [i.i.st year they have Hiicceoded in purchasing a plot of land of 5 acres 
iiiiiiiediatcly adjoining the Uospital, for tlie purpose of erecting an Asylum for Con- 
valcscunl.<i in connection with the Hospital.' Tho Government have voiod it sum of 
iiioiipy for the cVcetion of the necessary buildings; but before the worlcs could bo 
comnioiicfd the Oovoiiiinont roquirod tlu' hiiid to bo conveyed to' the Ori6wh, which 
ll.^3 been tloiio. 'I'iie t!oming spring will, it is hoped, see thia moat necessary adjunct 
to tlie institutions of tho I'roviiieo coiii|)lctu(l. 

Tho Directors regret that the lloiuso of .-Visemhly have passed a resolution com- 
oletoly reversing tho policy iiiicler which the llo.'-pital has been for so many years 
not (insuccesafiilly managed; hitherto the Government have been contenii with hav- 
ing two [Diroctors en the Board, and as a rule these Govcrnmisnt Directors liavo been 
acti\*6 and useful inonibors, mid have fully answered the purposes for which they were 
]ihicoil oti the Bdai'd. ■ 

The other Divoet.irs are tlu: Hiiiniiieiss di' the Sub.sci'iburs. Tlie proposed change 
will bo detrimental to tlie iiitori!.-jt.s of tliii:;e inv wIkjiii a hospital is aapported. The 
attention necessary to dolaila takes up a threat deal of time, and to suppose that work 
wliich is now performed ollieiently hy itigiil gentlemen will bo equally as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and the inevitable result will bo a recurrence 
to the worst evils of the past. Tho interest which tho public now take in the insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lessen, and tho active and friendly assiatanco giron by 
many will liardly bo o.xtoiulud to a purely Ooveriimont institution. 

The Directors iiavo again to express tlioir tliaiiks to Messrs. Dunamuir and the 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable societioa and 
individtials who have f,'onorotisly contribtitod to the support of tho institution. 

Tho ailairs of the UuspiLal have been economically managed, as will bo seen by 
the amount of suflcrings relieved and the Treasurer's accotint of the expenditure. 

'in clbsirig'lhis'ireport-tKb DirSctora fogrot tliat the change' iiitifodii'ced by tho 
Government will prevent tlioni again offerin!,' their services, and'from' the applications 
which luivo boon received for a reHirn of subsodptions and tho' Opinions 'expressed of 
the change, they fear that the clo.sing nf one of tho most useful institutions of the 
Province will ullimately be (lie result. 

There yet remains to ho considered the question of tho ownership of the pro- 
perty and the teiiiis on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far the pre- 
sent changes wilt nifect it. On tliia subject tho Diroctors are not yet in a position to 
give an opinion,' ■

all possible kindness and consiuL'rat ion for the patients compatible with tho discipline 
necessary in a public institution.
